This  section  will 
appear  in  its  entirety  in  Volume  4. 
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3)  Bank  monographs.  Each  charter  number  from  1  through  14348  will 
receive  a  stereotyped  monograph  averaging  from  one  to  several  pages.

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National  Banks  and  the  Law: 

The  United  States  system  of 
federally  chartered  national  banks 
together  with  the  regulatory 
structure  that  administers  the 
system  (Office  of  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Currency)  was  authorized 
by  an  Act  of  Congress  signed  into 
law  on  February  25,  1  863.  This 
Act  has  been  informally  and 
variously  titled:  The  National  Bank 
Act,  The  National  Banking  Act, 
and  The  National  Currency  Act. 
The  formal  title  at  the  time  of 
enactment  was:  “An  Act  to 
provide  a  national  Currency, 
secured  by  a  Pledge  of  United 
States  Stocks,  and  to  provide  for 
the  Circulation  and  Redemption 
thereof.”  The  text  of  the  Act  was 
published  in  The  Statutes  at 
Large,  Treaties,  and 
Proclamations,  of  the  United 
States  of  America  from  December 
5,  1859  to  March  3,  1863. 

The  National  Bank  Act  of  1  863 
was  amended  and  supplemented 
by  many  other  statutes  enacted 
into  law  in  1  864  and  subsequent 
years.  The  history  of  the  law 
applicable  to  national  banks  is 
well  documented,  especially  for 
the  years  leading  up  to  1  920. 


Case  law  pertaining  to  national 
banks  and  the  national  banking 
system  can  be  found  going  back 
to  the  1 860s,  and  is  also  well 
documented. 

Resources  on  Banking  Law: 

Because  of  the  richness  of 
available  resources,  anyone 
interested  in  this  topic  can 
access  many  books  and  journals, 
a  large  proportion  of  which  are 
available  without  cost  through 
HathiTrust.org,  Google  Books, 
and  other  online  aggregators.

All  information  about  this 
collection  was  supplied  to  the 
author  by  Dr.  Peter  Huntoon. 

These  are  forms  that  were  filled 
out  and  filed  by  clerks  at  the 
Office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Currency  (OCC),  documenting  the 
progress  of  the  organization  of 
each  association  that  had  filed  an 
application  to  become  a  national 
bank.  Information  contained  in 
completed  reports  includes  the 
name  of  the  antecedent  bank  (if 
applicable),  bank  title  of  applicant 
association,  bank  organization 
date,  date  of  deposit  of  bonds  to 
secure  circulation,  charter  date, 
charter  number,  and  the  names  of 
the  bank  president,  vice  president 
(if  applicable),  cashier,  and 
assistant  cashier  (if  applicable). 
Completed  reports  bear  the 
signatures  of  the  Chief  of  the 
OCC  Organization  Division  and  an 
OCC  bond  clerk. 

These  documents  were  originally 
on  file  at  the  OCC,  but  have  since 


been  (mostly?)  transferred  to  the 
National  Archives.  As  there  are 
still  about  500  charter  numbers 
organized  prior  to  1  936  in 
operation,  the  documentation  of 
these  remaining  banks  is 
presumably  still  retained  by  the 
OCC. 

As  this  material  has  not  been 
scanned  and  made  available 
online  at  the  time  of  this  writing 
(201  9),  it  was  not  consulted  by 
the  author  in  the  preparation  of 
this  work,  but  data  extracted 
from  this  collection  was  supplied 
to  the  author  by  Peter  Huntoon. 

Duplicate  Charters  (NARA 
collection  incomplete): 

All  information  about  this 
collection  was  supplied  to  the 
author  by  Dr.  Peter  Huntoon. 

When  charters  were  conferred  on 
national  banking  associations  by 
the  OCC,  duplicate  copies  were 
retained  on  file.  Duplicate 
charters  provide  information  on 
the  state,  city,  bank  title,  charter 
number,  and  charter  date.  These 
duplicate  charters  bear  the 
signature  of  the  Comptroller  of 
the  Currency.  Interestingly,  a 
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scan  of  a  duplicate  charter  dated 
December  21,1  921 ,  has  bank 
information  beautifully 
handwritten  into  the  document 
by  a  skillful  scrivener— rather  than 
typed. 

The  OCC  has  retained  microfilm 
copies  of  these  duplicate 
charters,  but  the  original  paper 
modules  have  (mostly?)  been 
transferred  to  the  National 
Archives.  As  this  material  has  not 
been  scanned  and  made  available 
online  at  the  time  of  this  writing 
(201  9),  it  was  not  consulted  by 
the  author  in  the  preparation  of 
this  work,  but  data  extracted 
from  this  collection  was  supplied 
to  the  author  by  Peter  Huntoon.

Government 

Publications: 

OCC  Annual  Reports 

Like  many  other  government 
bureaus  and  agencies,  the  OCC 
submits  Annual  Reports  to 
Congress  detailing  its  activities. 
Historically,  these  reports 
provided  a  synopsis  of  the 
condition  of  national  banks,  both 
individually  and  collectively.  From 
1  863  through  till  1  922  inclusive, 
Annual  Reports  included  bank 
statements  for  nearly  all  banks 
that  were  part  of  the  national 
banking  system  with  the 
exception  of  some  newly- 
chartered  banks  and  banks  that 
were  in  receivership.  Bank 
statements  generally  named  the 
bank  president  and  cashier,  and 
provided  dollar  valuations  for 
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total  resources  and  the  volume  of 
paper  money  in  circulation  for 
each  bank.  Annual  Reports  also 
carefully  noted  dates  when  banks 
went  into  receivership  or 
voluntary  liquidation.  From  1905 
onwards,  the  Annual  Reports 
provided  listings  of  successor 
institutions  (when  applicable)  for 
banks  that  went  into  voluntary 
liquidation.  From  1905, 
antecedent  data  was  listed  for 
national  banks  that  succeeded 
other  national  banks.  Tabular  data 
documented  the  number  of 
national  banks  in  operation  from 
year-to-year,  and  in  some  years 
from  month-to-month.  The 
author  has  consulted  all  Annual 
Reports  from  1  865  through  1  980 
inclusive.  Data  from  the  1  863 
and  1  864  Annual  Reports  was 
supplied  to  the  author  by  Peter 
Huntoon.  Data  from  the  1  885 
Annual  Report  was  compiled— in 
part— by  Peter  Huntoon  and  Mark 
Drengson. 

Individual  Statements  of 
Condition  of  National  Banks 

From  1923  till  1941  inclusive, 
and  once  more  in  1  949,  the  OCC 
published  this  annual  serial.  The 
Individual  Statements  series 


contained  the  bank  statements 
that  had  in  earlier  years  appeared 
in  the  OCC  Annual  Reports.  The 
reason  that  the  bank  statements 
were  transferred  into  a  separate 
publication  is  that  there  was  less 
(public?)  interest  in  the  bank 
statements  than  in  other  data. 
Presumably,  the  print  runs  of  the 
Individual  Statements  volumes 
were  smaller  than  the  Annual 
Report  volumes.  The  author  has 
consulted  all  volumes  in  the 
Individual  Statements  series  from 
1923  to  1935  inclusive. 

Comptroller’s  Weekly 
Bulletins 

The  OCC  Weekly  Bulletin  [title 
varies]  ranks  among  the  most 
important  resources  in  the  study 
of  national  banks.  From  week-to- 
week  it  provided  lists  of  newly- 
chartered  national  banks  that 
included  titles,  charter  dates,  and 
officer  names.  Weekly  Bulletins 
also  documented  other  bank 
changes  such  as  receiverships 
and  voluntary  liquidations,  often 
included  details  that  were 
omitted  in  the  Annual  Report 
series.  Although  surviving  copies 
are  now  very  rare,  data  from 
these  Bulletins  was  often  copied 
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into  other  publications  such  as 
the  Bankers  Magazine  and 
Statistical  Register  and  the 
Commercial  and  Financial 
Chronicle.  Unfortunately, 
surviving  files  that  have  come  to 
the  author’s  attention  are 
incomplete.

The  National  Archives  lists 
another  group  of  OCC  Bulletins  in 
a  collection  of  material  from  the 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs 

This  latter  collection  has 
approximately  10  linear  inches  of 
Bulletins  (191  1-1  924),  housed  in 
two  legal  archives  boxes.  The  title 
given  is  Comptroller's  Bulletins. 
The  scope  &  content  note  states: 
“This  series  contains 
mimeographed  and  printed  copies 
of  bulletins  from  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Currency  concerning 
national  banks.  Many  of  the 
bulletins  are  annotated  in  pencil.” 

Peter  Huntoon  has  reported 
seeing  OCC  Weekly  Bulletins 
intermingled  with  other  Treasury 
Department  materials  in 
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document  boxes  at  the  National 
Archives. 

ProQuest  has  scans  of  hundreds 
(900+?)  of  issues  that  can  be 
accessed  through  subscribing 
libraries  (the  source  of  the 
originals  is  unknown  to  the 
author). 

No  other  collections  of  this  title 
have  come  to  the  author’s 
attention  as  of  201  9. 

Alphabetical  List  of  National 
Banks  by  States 

This  title,  published  by  the  OCC, 
provides  a  listing  of  national 
banks  arranged  alphabetically  by 
state  and  city.  Editions  noted  by 
Worldcat.org  and  elsewhere 
(listings  probably  incomplete)  are: 
1870,  1912,  1922,  1930,  and 
1941.  The  1870,  1912,  and 
1941  editions  are  downloadable 
as  pdf  files.  The  1  941  edition 
enumerates  both  active  and 
closed  banks,  and  often  provides 
details  about  consolidations, 
voluntary  liquidations,  and 
receiverships.  Some  of  the  scans 
of  pages  from  NARA’s  copy  of 
the  1  941  edition  (ex  OCC) 
include  penciled-in  notations  that 


appear  to  have  been  added  as 
late  as  1  982,  which  would  have 
brought  the  use  of  this  copy  up 
into  the  electronic  database  era. 

Banking  and  Business 
Periodicals: 

Bankers  Magazine  and 
Statistical  Register 
(monthly;  title  varies) 

Bankers  Magazine  was  first 
published  in  1  846,  and  featured 
news  on  national  banks  beginning 
in  1  863.  With  few  exceptions, 
newly-chartered  national  banks 
were  enumerated  on  its  pages, 
noting  the  charter  number, 
location,  title,  and  principle 
officers.  A  virtually  complete  list 
of  national  bank  presidents  and 
cashiers  was  published  from  year- 
to-year  from  1  863  through 
1 866,  before  the  OCC  included 
officer  names  in  its  Annual  Report 
series  beginning  in  1867.  Unlike 
the  OCC  Annual  Reports,  Bankers 
Magazine  contained  abundant 
information  on  both  national  bank 
antecedents  and  successors  prior 
to  1905.  Subsequent  to  March 
1909,  Bankers  Magazine  no 
longer  included  lists  of  bank 
changes,  which  had  made  it

useful  to  students  of  national 
banks  in  earlier  years.  The  author 
has  consulted  all  of  the  issues 
from  January  1  863  to  March 
1  909  inclusive,  except  for  the 
latter  half  of  1  872,  which  was 
unavailable. 

Commercial  and  Financial 
Chronicle  (weekly): 

The  Commercial  and  Financial 
Chronicle  (C&FC)  commenced 
publication  in  July  1  865,  and 
within  weeks  was  reporting 
national  bank  news.  The  quality  of 
the  bank  listings  varied 
substantially  from  year  to  year, 
but  in  many  years  included  much 
useful  information.  Between 
1  870  and  1  935  the  C&FC  listed 
thousands  of  charter  dates,  and 
hundreds  of  antecedent  banks 
that  were  not  available  from 
either  Bankers  Magazine  of  from 
the  OCC’s  Annual  Report, 
including  virtually  all  charter 
dates  from  April  1921  to 
December  1  935,  inclusive.  The 
author  has  consulted  all  issues  of 
the  C&FC  from  January  1  898  to 
December  1935  inclusive. 


The  Financier,  1872-1  875 
(weekly);  The  Public,  1876- 
1  883(?)  (weekly): 

The  Financier  was  published  from 
early  1  872  up  till  the  end  of 
1  875,  and  had  regular  listings  of 
newly-chartered  national  banks. 
Probably  80-90%  of  the  national 
banks  chartered  during  this 
period  were  listed  on  the  pages 
of  The  Financier,  with  some 
substantial  gaps.  Charter  dates 
were  included  with  the  listings, 
which  number  in  the  hundreds. 

The  Financier  was  succeeded  by 
The  Public  beginning  in  January 
1  876.  Although  the  format  of  the 
two  publications  was  similar, 
listings  of  national  banks  in  the 
latter  soon  became  infrequent 
and  difficult  to  find,  and  so  the 
author  abandoned  efforts  to  find 
information  in  The  Public 
subsequent  to  the  April  6,  1  876 
issue. 

Journal  of  the  American 
Bankers  Association 
(monthly) 

This  periodical  was  first  published 
in  1  908.  From  that  year  up  into 
the  1920s  (and  beyond?),  it 
included  a  section  titled 
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“Membership  changes”  (the  exact 
phrase  varied).  This  section  listed 
consolidations,  reorganizations  of 
state  banks  into  national  banks, 
and  other  changes  that  affected 
the  status  of  member  banks, 
much  of  which  information  has 
potential  value  to  those  who 
research  national  bank  history. 

Bank  Directories: 

Merchants  and  Bankers 
Almanac  (annual) 

This  title  was  published  from  the 
1  850s  up  to  1  872  by  the  same 
company  that  published  the 
Bankers  Magazine  and  Statistical 
Register.  The  Almanac  included  a 
directory  that  listed  national 
banks  by  state  and  city.  Street 
addresses  were  listed  for  banks  in 
Baltimore,  Boston,  Chicago,  New 
York,  and  Philadelphia.  The 
Merchants  and  Bankers  Almanac 
was  succeeded  by  The  Bankers 
Almanac  and  Register  in  1873. 

Bankers  Almanac  and 
Register 

This  title  succeeded  Merchants 
and  Bankers  Almanac  above,  and 
was  similar  in  scope  and  format. 


It  was  published  from  1  873  till  at 
least  1889  and  perhaps  later. 
Multiple  editions  per  year  were 
published  during  much  of  its 
history.  Street  address  data  for 
national  banks  was  gradually 
expanded  to  include  Albany, 
Cincinnati,  Louisville,  Pittsburgh, 
Providence,  and  St.  Louis,  in 
addition  to  the  cities  already 
mentioned  under  the  heading  of 
the  Merchants  and  Bankers 
Almanac. 

Rand-McNally  Bankers 
Directory  (18737-1  990?) 

This  directory  made  its  first 
appearance  in  the  1  870s,  and 
became  preeminent  by  the 
1 890s.  It  had  a  place  of 
importance  within  banking  circles 
throughout  most  of  the  20th- 
century.  From  at  least  the  1  880s 
into  the  1  920s  it  was  published  in 
two  editions  per  year:  January 
and  July.  The  distribution  of 
scanned  editions  accessible  from 
non-subscription  online 
aggregators  is  uneven,  with 
several  scanned  volumes  from 
the  1  880s  and  a  nearly  complete 
collection  from  1  91  3  to  1  923, 
but  with  very  few  scanned 
volumes  between  1  890  and 
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1910.  The  Rand-McNally 
Directory  is  particularly  useful  for 
street  address  information  for 
big-city  banks  from  1913  to 
1  923,  inclusive.  Prior  to  1  921 , 
street  address  information  was 
provided  for  national  banks  in 
Baltimore,  Boston,  Chicago,  New 
York,  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh, 
Providence,  and  St.  Louis.  This 
list  expanded  dramatically  in 
1921  to  include  a  total  of  more 
than  25  cities. 

Bankers  and  Brokers 
Directory  with  List  of 
Lawyers  and  Accountants 
(range  of  dates  not 
determined,  editions  are 
noted  from  1902  to  1  922) 

Bankers  and  Brokers  Directory 
was  published  during  the  first 
three  decades  of  the  20th- 
century.  Two  editions  appeared 
per  year:  June  and  December. 
Early  issues  provided  bank  listings 
exclusively  in  the  northeastern 
portion  of  the  United  States,  but 
by  1  922  included  bank  listings 
from  select  cities  across  the 
country.  The  Bankers  and  Brokers 
Directory  included  national  bank 
street  address  data  for  mid-size 
cities  that  wasn’t  available  from 


the  Rand-McNally  Bankers 
Directory  during  the  same  period; 
examples:  Portland,  ME  * 
Worcester,  MA  *  Manchester,  NH 
*  Newark,  NJ  *  Rochester,  NY  * 
Lancaster,  PA,  etc. 

Databases:

Historical  data  can  be  found  on 
many  national  banks  that  were 
still  in  operation  when  FDIC- 
deposit  insurance  became 
available  to  banks  beginning  in 
1  934.  The  database  includes 
both  active  and  closed  national 
banks.  Information  is  available  on 
more  than  2,000  national  banks 
that  received  their  OCC  charters 
prior  to  1  936.  The  data  likely  to 
be  of  greatest  interest  to 
students  of  national  banks  are 
the  antecedent  and  successor 
listings.  As  a  caveat,  it  should  be 
noted  that  many  dates  appear  to 
be  default  dates,  with  January  1 
appearing  frequently.  It’s 
assumed  by  the  author  that  in 
many  cases,  when  only  the  year 
of  an  event  was  known  to  the 
database  personnel,  that  the 
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system  automatically  defaulted 
to  January  1 .  Likewise,  when  both 
the  year  and  month  are  known, 
but  not  the  day  of  the  month,  it 
appears  that  the  system  reports 
the  first  day  of  the  month.

•  Extant:  Number  of  national  banks  that  were  still  in  existence  when  the 
cited  government  documents  were  prepared.  The  OCC’s  criteria  are  not 
entirely  clear.  Presumably,  it  includes  all  active  national  banks,  but  may 
also  include  some  banks  in  receivership  at  a  time  when  there  was  an 
expectation  that  solvency  would  be  restored. 

•  Closed:  Number  of  national  banks  that  were  no  longer  in  operation  due 
to  voluntary  liquidation,  insolvency,  or  consolidation. 

•  VL:  Voluntary  liquidation.  Subset  of  closed  banks.  Closure  due  to 
resolution  of  shareholders. 

•  Insol.:  Insolvent  banks.  Subset  of  closed  banks.  Closure  due  to 
insolvency.  Usually  this  resulted  in  the  complete  sale  of  bank  assets  for 
the  benefit  of  creditors  (and  sometimes  also  bank  shareholders)  by  a 
receiver  appointed  by  the  OCC. 

•  Consol.:  Subset  of  closed  banks.  Closure  due  to  consolidation  with 
other  banks. 

•  Citation:  Year,  page  number,  and  sometimes  volume  number  of 
government  documents  supplying  data.  Data  was  abstracted  from  the 
following  two  series:
